PALESTINE’S WORST AIR RAID 
Many Casualties in Tel-Aviv 


112 people have been killed and 151 injured in an air 
raid on Tel-Aviv. The victims include 55 children, the 
voungest a baby of eight months. An adjacent Arab village 
also had a number of killed and injured 

Ihe raid. which was the worst ‘the Middle East has 
experienced since Mussolini declared war, took’ place on 
Monday afternoon. 

Chis was the first time Tel-Aviv has been bombed, though 
eicht raids have been made on Haifa. There was no dive- 
bombing, the Italian aeroplanes flying at a great height. 

G.H.Q. Middle East stated that bombs were dropped 
indiscriminately and far from any possible military objec- 
tives. A number of houses were destroyed, and fires were 
started, which were quickly got under control,

ALASKA FOR REFUGEES 
U.S. Scheme Goes Forward 


Opposition which had brought to a deadlock action on 
a Bill to open the territory of Alaska to development and 
settlement by European refugees has now been settled by 
compromise. The Bill had been under consideration by 
the Sub-Committee of the Senate Committee on Territories 
and Insular Affairs. for.over four months. 

The measures, prepared on the recommendation of the 
Department of Interior, would promote permanent settle- 
ment im Alaska, permitting immigration from foreign 
countries under existing quotas; and would allow the entry 
of non-quota immigrants provided they could furnish 
guarantees that they would not become public charges. The 
Bill provides for the settlement of needy Americans as 
well as immigrants.

Activities to be Renewed 
CONFERENCE ARRANGEMENTS 


The Executive Council of the Zionist Federation at its 
meeting last week resolved that the 40th Annual Conference 
of the Zionist Federation should take place in London on 
Sunday, October 20, at the Adolph Tuck Hall, Woburn 
House, and that the last date for the receipt of nominations 
for the Honorary Officers and Executive Council, resolutions, 
and return of delegates should be the first post on Wednes- 
day, October 2. 

The Council has adopted the recommendations of the 
Organisation Committee with regard to the work of the 
Federation for the session which is about to commence. 
[hese recommendations include the following proposals: 

(1) That the month of November should be declared a propa- 

ganda month. 

(2) Organisation of central London meetings, for key men of 

all societies 

(3) A course of concentrated propaganda lectures in a number 

of London Synagogues with the view to formation o! Zionist 
societies 

(4) Comprehensivve programmes of activities for all affiliated 

Zionist societies 

(5) A concentrated campaign in the leading provincial centres. 

The Executive Council adopted the following recom- 
mendations of the Education Commiuttec: 

(1) Public lectures on Zionism to be arranged in a suitable 

hall in London. 
(2) Zionist study circles to be organised on a wide scale. 
(3) A standard work on Zionism and a number of publications 
and pamphlets mcluding the following two: 
(a} The Zionist case to-day. 
(hb) The economic sfructure of Palestine 

(4) Factiitres to extend the reference hibrary of the Jewish 
Youth Institute 

(S) The Education Committee should ‘riodically arrange 
to meet the Education Committees of the Federation of 
Women Zionists, Federation of Zionst Youth, Habonim, 
etc. in order to co-ordinate their activities. 


JABOTINSKY MEMORIAL MEETING 


Appeal for Unity 


LORD STRABOLGI SUPPORTS JEWISH 
ARMY PROJECT 


A meeting in memory of the late Mr. Vladimir Jabotinsky 
was held under the auspices of the Jabotinsky Memorial 
Commiutiee, at the Adolph Tuck Hall, Woburn House, 
London, on Sunday. 

Dr. M. Schwartzman, who presided, made an appeal for 
an end to party strife at, a tume when the Jewish people 
was threatened with extermination. He demanded the 
formation of a Jewish Executive which should represent 
the Jewish people at the future Peace Conference, and of a 
Jewish Army which would symbolise Jewish identity. 

“ | learmt to admire Jabotinsky,” said Lord Strabolgi, “ fer 
his courage, his honesty, and his vision. His loss is especially 
unfortunate at this Ume, when these qualities are so particularly 
required.” Lord Strabolgi said that the present air attacks on 
Britain were only a diversion. He was certain that the next 
move of the Axis Powers would be to the East, in order to 
get of from traq and [ran. “ What is in their way?” he 


asked, “ Only Palestine, and Palestine securely held will defeat 
their efforts to get at the oil wells.”

in Palestine to-day. It would have been possi for him to 
have raised a Jewish army of 100,000 men, in addition to at 
least 80,000 in Palestine itself. Lord Strabolgi regretted 
that we had had a number of Governments without the under- 
standing and the courage to accept Jabotinsky’s proposals. 

Colonel Josiah Wedgwood, M.P., said that what he most 
admired about Jabotinsky was that he was a rebel not only 
against injustice under which he himself suffered, but against 
injustice wherever it was directed. “He did not die as 
Trumpeldor died,” said Colonel Wedgwood, * but in a desperate 
oe against this stupid Government to raise the Jewish

Zionist Work is War Work 
MISS GUDANSKY’S PLEA 


Since the beginning of the war, the work of Zionist 
societies has been pushed very much into the background. 
War work has taken its place and Zionism, in the words of 
Mrs. Feldman, of the N.W. London Womens Zionist 
Society, has gone to nage It was to endeavour to find some 
way of revitalising it that the N.W. Society invited Miss 
Gudansky to speak to them last week at the house of Dr.

If the Créches and 
welfare centres of the W.1.Z.0. were negieccted it would be a 
tragedy for the people who might be called on at any minute to

The W.1I.Z.0. agricultural training schools could give valuable 
help in time of war. The young women they tramed would 
be able to till the fields when the men had to fight, and the 
importance of producing as much food as possible in Palestine 
itself was obvious. 

Although Palestine now seemed far away, u should be given 
conscious recognition every day, concluded the speaker. 
The responsibilty of Palestine was waiting tor Zionists to 
discharge. It stood in great need and it could not be allowed 
that all that had been Bbuikh up should now be neglected and 
go without help. It was still possible to send money to Palestine.

RAANANA WANTS HELP 
Settlement Appeals to Americans 


Mr. Baruch Ostrovsky, Mayor of the American Jewish 
colony Raanana, has made an appeal to all members of the 
colony in the United States for urgent assistance. 

in a statement to the press Mr. Ostrovsky emphasised that 
Raanana is the only Jewish settlement organised on a non- 

arty basis. Work is distributed by a federated Labour 
xchange, on which both workers and employers are 
represented. 

All the local institutions of the colony are functioning 
smoothly, and on am average £300 is allotted monthly for 
public works, In addition, the colony maintains a summer 
camp, and a knehen for the poor, as well as providing 
support for the families of the volunteer colonists 

Raanana, which in 1922 was a desert waste north of Tel- 
Aviv, has been converted into a flourishing colony of 3,000 
people. It covers an area of 10,000 dunams of land, half 
of which is devoted to citrus growing, while about 1,000 
dunams are used for truck gardening. The settlers own 500 
head of cattle, 150 horses, 300 goats, and other live-stock. 
The community maintains a school, two kindergartens, a 
Synagogue, public baths, a gymnasium, a dispensary, and a 
workers’ hostel. All the buildings were erected by the 
community itself.

GOVERNMENT’S INTERNMENT 
POLICY 


Premier on “ Military Necessity ” 
TRYING TO MITIGATE HARDSHIPS 


The Prime Minister has written to Mr. Nathan Laski in 
reply to a letter criticising the Government's imternment 
policy. Mr. J. H. Peck, writing on behalf of Mr. Churchill, 
says: 

“ The Government fully realise that a policy of wholesale 
internment must cause hardships. mjustices, and economic 
waste, but in times of crisis national security must come first. 
So long as the military situation compels us to continue this 
policy the Prime Minister is afraid that there can be no question 
of releasing persons of enemy nationality merely because they 
have tived here a long time or have shown no signs of dis- 
loyalty or lack of sympathy with the Allied cause. 

“ The Government does, however, want to exempt certain 
categories of persons from internment, and the White Paper 
recently presented to Parliament sets out the categories of 
persons whose applications for release will be considered. 

“ The Prime Minister has consulted Sir John Anderson about 
the particular points you mention. The short answer about 
internees who are ill is that they are released without delay when 
the medical evidenc® requires it, but when their tlinesses are 
only minor and their release cannot be justified on medical 
grounds they are treated in the camps. 

“ People who, when they were micrned, held a permit for 
their employment issued by the Aliens’ War Service rtiment 
are now being released for them to return to their occupations. 
Some permits have certainly been withdrawn on security ground 
but it would be out of the question to release the boltars 
these. 

“ Vounteers for enlistment in the Auxiliary Military Pioneer 
Corps are now being accepted again and are being released as 
soon as the military authorities have accepted them. 

“ The Convention of 1938 on refugees docs not except from 


_internment the subiects of States which are at war with us. 


Until the outbreak of war refugees from Germany were treated 
with every consideration, but in war-time we dare not assume 
that they are necessarily loyal to this country. Meanwhile the 
Asquith Committee has been set up to belp the Heme Secretary 
decide what classes and categories can be excepted from imtern- 
ment.

Lord Halifax’s Hope 


“ LIBERAL POLICY INCREASINGLY 
‘POSSIBLE ” 


The release of 1,687 interned aliens was authorised during 
August, the Duke of Devonshire stated in the House of 
Lords last weck Allowing for delays of a day or two, he 
added, the number actually released was approximately the 
same. 

The applications for release examined by the Home Office 
numbered some 7,000. Of these 1.953, or rather more than 
a quarter, had been found not to fall within any of the 
categories im the White Paper, and had therefore been 
refused. 

The internees authorised for release included 1,501 
Germans or Austrians——1,443 men and 58 women—and 186 
ltalian men; and the number did not include a considerable 
number of volunteers for the Pioneer Corps, who would be 
leaving as soon as the military authorrties could make 
arrangements to receive them; nor did it include a very 
considerable number of persons who were to emigrate to 
America and would be able to proceed there when the 
American authorities had made the necessary arrange- 
ments. 

To summarise the position, said the Duke, about one 
tenth of the category “C™” aliens who were interned when 
the decision to intern all aliens was taken have been 
released, and the cases of nearly double that number are 
under consideration. | 

“ I do not say,” he concluded, “ that the position is to-da 
entirely satisfactory,” but it is “ enormously better than it 
was a month ago, and | think the machinery is being 
steadily improved.” 

This information was given in reply to a question by Lord 
Newton. In the course of the discussion, Lord Cecil said that 
m his view the policy of the Government was fundamentally 
wrong. Merely to imprison all the Germans would be as un- 
reasonable as to imprison all the English or all the French. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury spoke of the desirability of 
keeping Nazis and anti-Nazis apart. It was abmost intolerabic, 
he said, that people who had sacrificed everything because they 
could not endure the system under which they were living and 
had come over here to get liberty from it should be compelied 
to associate day by day with those who were admittedly friends 
of that system. 

In the course of an earlier statement on the war situation, 
Lord Halifax expressed the hope that it would become increas- 
ingly possible to adopt.a liberal policy of release in the altered 
circumstances in which we now found ourselves. But what-

When Parliament reassembles on Tuesday, Mr. T. F 
Harvey will invite the Home Secretary io state the number: 
of interned aliens released since the publication of the 
White Paper, and the numbers still interned; and what 
further additions to, or enlargements of, the catevories 
approved for release have been made on the recommenda- 
tion of the Advisory Committec. 

Mr. S. S. Silverman will ask on what grounds letters to 
and from imfernees are subject to censorship; and wh, 
letters to amd from certain camps still take from 10 dav« 
to three weeks to reach their addresses In this connection 
one may note that the Duke of Devonshire said in the 
Lords that the delay in effecting releases, sometimes’ attri- 
buted to the Home Office, was not infrequently duc to 
the irregularity of the posts to the Isle of Man. 

Mr. Silverman inquires why newspapers and periodicals 
sent to internees in the Isic of Man are subject to censor- 
ship and in certain instances forbidden. Mr. Vernon Bart- 
lett ts asking what steps have been taken to separate anti- 
Nazi from Nazi internees; while Mr. Silverman will ask 
whether Sir John Anderson can give an assurance that 
Dominion Governments have been furnished with sufficient 
information to enable them to distinguish, among deported 
internces, between dangerous enemy aliens and refugees 
from Nazi oppression. Mr. George Strauss asks if arrange- 
ments can be made to enable internees sent to Canada to 
correspond with their friends and relatives in this country; 
and Mr. Rhys Davies wants Sir John to indicate the steps 
to be taken by internees now in Canada and Australia 
falling into the proper categories to secure their release. 


Breach of Faith Alleged 


On Wednesday, Mr. Cecil Wilson will put two questions 
to Mr. Eden about persons who have been transferred over- 
seas. One, a boy of 16}, it is alleged, was sent to Australia 
without any Communication with the person in this country 
who had made herself responsibic for his education and main- 
tenance until he was 18. In the other case a German from 
Oxford, interned at Douglas, was told that his four sons were 
being sent overseas, and was given five minutes in which 
to decide whether he approved; he consented on condition that 
the youngest, 16, travelled on the same boat with the older 
boys, and tater discovered that the youngest had not been 
allowed to do so but had been sent in a Separate boat. Mr. 
Wilson asks who was responsible for this and whether suitabic 
aciien will be taken against him 

Mr. Silverman would like the Home Sccretary to arrange that 
when an alien is released upon medical grounds his interned 
wife shall be released simuitancously, so that invalids shall 
not be left without the requisite care and attention; and Mr. 
Mander suggests the advisability of authorising camp com- 
mandants to give permission for internees to keep visa appoint- 
ments at the American and other Consulates in London, to pay 
visits to relatives who are scriously ill, or to receive visits 
from business associates.

CLOTHES AVAILABLE FOR REFUGEES 


U.S. Consignment tor Poiand Seized by 
British Fleet 


The clothing department of the Polish Jewish Refugee 
Fund has received a large quantity of clothing which has 
been contributed to by the British Government (writes a 
CHRONICLE representative). 

It happened that relief organisations in the Unned States 
had forwarded a large consignment of clothing to German- 
occupied Poland. The boat containing it was intercepted 
by the British Fleet and, since it was judged doubtful 
whether the clothing would actually reach the persons for 
whom it was intended it was brought to England. 

The General Secretary of the Polish-Jewish Refugee 
Fund. Mr. A. M. Kaizer, immediately entered into 
negotiations with the authorities for the handing over of 
this consignment for Polish refugees in this country, with 
the result that 300 large sacks of clothing are now in the 
Fund's clothing department. Assistance in obtaining the 
consignment was given by the Hon. Lady Ward, C.B.E. 
(Chairman of the Dudicy’ House Committee) and Mrs. 
Wheeler. It is now being sorted by members of the 
Ladies’ Committee of the Fund, headed by Mrs, Eugene 
Bolton. who is acting as Liaison Officer between the Fund 
and the Polish Relief Fund (its non-Jewish counterpart), 
and Mrs. Meislish. 

The consignment is so large that it will take about a 
month to sort. The clothes will be given not only to 
Polish refugees but to all refugees who have recently 
arrived from the Low Countries

INTER-UNIVERSITY JEWISH FEDERATION

An Executive meeting of the Inter-University Jewish 
Federation was held recently in Manchester at Crescent 
House (by permission of Mr, and Mrs. A. Shloimovitz). 
Mr. Raymond Goldwater presided. 

Ite Treasurer's report showed that owing to war conditions 
the Federation found itself in a very precarious financial posi- 
tion. It was resolved to approach certain sources for the obtain- 
ing of sufficient support to tide over the emergency. 

In view of the continual calling up of Executive members 
for military service, a comprehensive resolution was drawn up, 
providing for every form of contingency so that the activities 
of the organisation would continue 

It was resolved to draw up a scheme of study circles m con- 
junction with the Universities’ Zionist Council for use in the 
universities, that. the Acapemy be published at a reduced price 
with the aid of a grant from the Jewish Youth Institute, and 
that a circular be sent to “ freshers’ outlining the aims of 
the Inter-University Jewish Federation. 

The Board . of Deputies Sub-Committee had found it 
impracticable to draw .up recommendations for amendment of 
the constitution of the Board, and had ceased to mect. 

Considerable dissatisfaction was expressed with the National

RUMANIA’S ANTI-JEWISH DICTATOR 


An Interview with General Antonescu 
| Recalled 


[From a Special Correspondent) 


It was in 1936 that I paid a visit to General Antonescu, 
now Rumanian Dictator, at a time when he was living in 
semi-obscurity and at loggerheads with King Carol. During 
an hour's talk at his Bucharest flat we touched on many 
points, including the Jewish question. 

He was quite, frank and told me that he “ did not like the 
Jews.” Like every anti-Semite (he was closely associated with 
the tron Guard) he had many reasons to offer, all of them 
false and based on generalities. But he did at that time 
make one distinction between what he called “ purely 
Rumanian Jews” and those who entered after Rumania 
had acquired new territory, “If 1 were in power,” he said, 
“| would leave the Rumanian Jews alone, but would expel 
the non-Rumanian ones.” He favoured Palestine as their 
destination. Like other anti-Semites, he claimed to have 
“many Jewish friends,” and to be “ very fond of them.” 

“ Pogroms,” he went on, “1 do not like, and think them 
inhuman and dangerous, They make beasts of those who 
Stage them.” But he was all for “ nationalisation of trade 
and banking, and for reducing the number of Jews in the 
free professions.” 

In so far as he disapproved of violence, he differed 
greatly from the Iron Guards and their then leader Codreanu. 
(Codreanu actually refused to receive me when he learned 
I was a Jew.) 

Whether the General has since changed his views it 1s 


difficult to say as vet. My own impression then was that 


not only was he not a man who would actually foment 
anti-Jewish riots, but was not particularly interested in 
the Jewish question. Of course, this attitude may now 
change, as the Iron Guard and Berlin are likely to press on 
him the need for anti-Jewish measures, possibly of a more 
drastic kind .than he himself would have béen prepared 
to take. 


NAZI PLANS FOR PURGE 
Unholy War Against Jews 


The fear that the abdication of King Carol will herald 
the introduction of a radical anti-Jewish policy in accord- 
ance both with the Iron Guard programme and the will of 
Nazi Germany, is general among the 650,000 Jews now 
remaining in truncated Rumania. 

Carol, while not particularly fond of his Jewish subjects, 
desired to conform to Western standards of civilisation 
and violent anti-Jewish methods were repugnant to him, 
At the same time his military advisers succeeded in persuad- 
ing him to try to stem the tide of rising democracy by 
encouraging to a certain extent the activities of Fascist 
and semi-Fascist groups. 

Rumania’s Nazi overlords are making no bones about 
their intentions. In a broadcast in Rumanian from Zeesen 
the announcer said: “In the past,, Rumanian policy was 
dictated from abroad. French politicians used to intimidate 
Rumanian Cabinet Ministers by frowning their disapproval; 
whenever Rumania wanted to adopt an anti-Semitic 
measure it had to consult a British diplomat.... It 
began to seem that Rumania was nothing more than a 
masonic branch of Anglo-French Jewries. But from now 
onwards her existence is completely assured externally.

Last week the Jew-baiters celebrated their new-found 
power by attacking Jewish shops in Bucharest, the police 
allowing them a free hand. Immediately after General 
Antonescu’s appointment as Premier and dictator, the 
Government ordered the internment of 230 Jews. 

The Ministry of Religions has announced that all its 
Jewish employees have been dismissed, A decree issued 
by the Ministry says that Rumania now tolerates cight 
religions. Among them is the Jewish religion, “ but only 
the fact of its existence is recognised.” Synagogues must 
ask permission of the Ministry to remain open. Only 
one will be allowed to every four hundred families in 
towns and one to every two hundred families in villages. 
If this ratio is not strictly observed, all Synagogues will 
be immediately closed, 

No Jewish artist may in future perform in State or 
private theatres, or in any kind of public entertainment. 

Thousands of Jews living near the province of Dobrudja, 
which is being ceded to Bulgaria, are now settling within 
the province in view of the fact that the Bulgarian attitude 
towards the Jews is far friendlier than that of Rumania. 

Tens of thousands of Jews are trying to escape to the 


“new Soviet provinces of Bessarabia and Northern 


Bukovina, and although the Soviet authorities have closed 
the frontiers many Jews have succeeded in crossing them. 


HUNGARY CELEBRATES 
Jew-Laws to Please Axis 


The easy success gained by Hungary, with the aid of 
the Axis, in obtaining from Rumania two-thirds of Tran-° 
syivania seems already to have led to an intensification of 
the anti-Jewish campaign in the country, no doubt in order 
to please the Nazis in Berlin and the Fascists in Rome. The 
Hungarian Press alleges that the opposition in Rumania to 


‘the cession of Transylvania was engineered by the Jews 


because of their pro-British and anti-Nazi sentiments. 

Anti-Jewish agitators are even saying that the opposition 
of the Iron Guard leaders to the cession of Transylvania 
was ajso due to Jewish influence, aithough the tron Guards’ 
hatred of the Jews ts proverbial. The Hungarian Nazis, 
overjoyed, are proclaiming their intention to see to it that 
the Hungarian Government rewards the Axis Powers for 
services rendered by enacting Jew-laws on Nuremberg lines. 
These will affect a Jewish population of about 700,000 
(which includes a transferred Transylvanian Jewish popula- 
tion of 150,000). | 

As a first sample, a decree has been issued compelling 
Jewish shopkeepers to keep their premises open on Satur- 
days and Holy-days, under pain of heavy fines and ‘the loss 
of their licences. 

In Carpatho-Ruthenia, the province seized by Hungary 
from Czechoslovakia, there have been public floggings of 
Jews who fail to pay their taxes on the nail, in spite of 
their appalling poverty, 


SLOVAKIA AS A MODEL 
Nazis Praise Jew-Baiting Puppets 


The Slovak Parliament has adopted a law empowering 
the Government to. carry out the “ Aryanisation”’ . of 
economic and social life. M. Mach, the Minister of the 
Interior, has announced that the Jews are to be put to. 
forced labour. 

Linder a new decree all Jews must submit by next 
Monday a complete inventory of their property, Failure 
to comply will be punishable with five years’ imprisonment 
and confiscation of the property. 

Many towns are enforcing their own local anti-Jewish 
measures, largely as a result of Nazi promptings or the 
insistence of the Hlinka Guard. In Sillein, for example, 
Jews have been forbidden to enter cafés or public. parks. 

In a recent broadcast to Yugoslavia the Nazi wireless 
praised Slovakia'’s attempts to “solve” the Jewish ques- 
tion, and added: “ We trust the procedure in Slovakia will 
meet with understanding and imitation by other East 
European countries.” 


BESSARABIAN JEWS FOR 
BIRO-BIDJAN 


Colonising the Far East 


The Soviet authorities have opened offices in the newly 
acquired provinces of Bessarabia and Northern Bukovina 
for the purpose of recruiting Jewish settlers for Biro- 
Bidjan. Those under 46 can register, but preference is 
given to agricultural workers and artisans, The Govern- 
ment pays travelling expenses. The first party of 360 
persons has already left Kishineff for the Jewish region in 
the Far East, and another party is due to leave soon. 
Recruiting offices are also to be opened #hortly in 
Lithuania, Latvia, and Estonia. 

Of late, the authorities have been busily pressing the 
claims of Biro-Bidjan in attempts to get new settlers, In 
a recent broadcast from Moscow in connection with the 
All-Union Agricultural Exhibition, the speaker declared: 
“The history of this region is a wonderful tale of trans- 
formed men, emigrants from little towns and villages who 
cleared the forests and cultivated the land. Their agricul- 
tural achievements are outstanding. At present, these 
Jewish collective farmers are well-paid “land-tillers, 
vegetable-growers, stable boys, and tractor-drivers.” 

After describing Biro-Bidjan’s industrial undertakings, 
which were said to include mills, tanneries, and coal and 
gold mines, the speaker concluded: “ The Region needs 
immigrants. Here, as in the whole of the Far East, work 
awaits the Soviet patriot.” 
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SABOTAGE IN THE LOW 
COUNTRIES 


Nazis Blame the Jews 


The Nazi persecution of Jews in the Low Countries seems 
to be mereasing mM proportion to the resistance offered by 


the local populations to the regime introduced by the 
invaders. All acts of sabotage of Nazi orders are attri- 
buted by the authorities to secret “ Jewish influence.” 


Accordingly, the Nazi rulers are venting their wrath on 
the Jews and are constantly Mventing Measures to segregate 
the non-Jews from @he Jews and to sow discord between 
hem. 

In Holland, the Nazis have announced that no

cards will be issued to Jews to obtain new clothes, under- 
wear, and footwear, Ihe Nazis in Amsterdam have 


ordered leading restauranis and cafés to display notices 
that Jewish customers are not wanted. 

Most characteristic is the WNazi attempt to discredit 
Queen Wilhelmina in the eyes of the Dutch people on 
the occasion of her recent sixtieth birthday anniversary 
Fearing loyal demonstrations in honour of the Queen the 
Nazis have spread pamphiets alleging that the Dutch 
dynasty originates from a Jewish family from Spain which 
settled in Holland after the Inquisition But the Dutch 
people are treating the Nazi “revelations” with the con- 
tempt they deserve, 

In Belgium, Jews have been banned from the reopened 
Siock Exchanges. 

In Luxembourg, yellow seats labelled “ For Jews onli 
have been placed in a remote corner of the city park. and 
even these ghetto seats can be used by Jews only for one 
hour daily, from 6 to 7 am. The local Jewish soup 
kitchen has also been ordered to distribute its meals to 
the needy at 6 a.m., on the excuse that the rush of Jews 
to obtain their free food during the day was causing 
obstruction to the city traffic. : 


FRANCE ON THE FENCE 
No Jew-Laws. But... 


High officials of the Vichy Government who have been 
approached by American Press correspondents on the 
future of the Jews in. France have shown great anxiety 
to deny that the Cabinet intend to introduce anti-Jewish 
legislation. France, as a Catholic country, they said, could 
not enact racial laws. 

The officials were also anxious to convey the impression 
that the French people could not entertain ary feelings of 


friendship towards the Nazis, and that a policy of enacting. 


Jew-laws was still regarded in France as the pet wish of 
the nation’s enemy. At the same time they admitted that 
certain steps were being taken which were not friendly 
to the Jews, partly as a result of the pressure of the 
German Government and partly as a result of the new 
situation in France. They considered, however, that most 
of the Jewish sufferers of the new measures were those 
born abroad. The French officials admitted that should a 
totalitarian-type regime be introduced in France it would 
become very difficult for all Jews born abroad, and even 
for some French-born Jews, to secure public posts or 
obtain work. 


AIDING FRENCH JEWRY 
*Ort’s’’ Retraining Work 


The “ Ort ™ (the Jewish retraining organisation in France) 
has drafted plans to aid 20,000 Jews in unoccupied France 
at an estimated cost of $100,000 up to the end of the 
The: plans lay stress on developing farm work in 
‘rance, 

Credits would be extended to artisans for the purchase 
of tools and raw materials, as well as workshops estab- 
lished for apprentices. Courses are proceeding at present 
in Paris, and the “Ort” School donated by Baron 
Ginsbourg is being reopened. 

It is meanwhile reported that the health society “ Ose 
has succeeded in evacuating refugee children in settlements 
in the occupied areas in France to settlements in the un- 
occupied area. 

The organisation has in its charge 1,300 children, of 
whoni 300 came from Germany before the war. Possi- 
bilities are being sought to send these 300 children to the 
US.A. The “Ose” is also faced with the tremendous 
task of feeding many thousands of other refugee children 
from the occupied areas.

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HITLER’S BLIND RAGE 


OF all the major blunders perpetrated by Hitler in 
the war, and they are many, history will probably con- 
demn the present savage attack on London as the 
greatest, as it. assuredly is the most wanton and 
criminal. Heralded by a speech full of sound and 
fury and suggesting in almost. every sentence a haunt- 
ing fear of defeat, it suggests by its sheer insensate and 
undiscriminating fury the rage of a baffled and beaten 
tyrant. It is the charge of a wild beast at bay, compelled, 
in Hitler's case, by the realisation that the legend of 
German invincibility which his henchmen industriously 
wove is being shattered by the knowledge that his time- 
table of brute conquest has gone badly astray in con- 
flict at last with a determined nation, and by his inward 
terror of the reckoning which his deceived and deluded 
masses will one day demand. Not reason, but temper 

the fury of frustration—is dictating this destruction 
and massacre, and all the world knows that in the hour 
of extremity passion its a bad counsellor. 

Viewed against the total background, the damage to 
London, heavy though it. appears in its own particular 
locality, is far from fateful. The Metropolis of the 
Empire still carries on-—to victory, however serious the 
trials still ahead. Only the impression of Hitler's spite 
and __ self-exposed impotence fremains—profound, 
eloquent, and, to his. enemies, immensely encouraging! 

In these brutal and haphazard attacks, the East of 
London, with its large working-class population, has 
come in for.its full share of savagery. If the idea 
was {o start in this way a general panic, then once 
again Hitler's plan has completely miscarried. Jews 
and non-Jews may have indeed suffered grievously. 
Bereavements and wrecked homes have been included 
in the toll paid by our people in what was, with wicked 
venom, branded as a “Jews’-war.” But Jews of East 
London and elsewhere have stood up to it without 
wincing, and have won warm praise for their con- 
duct. With the grief went .the conviction that the 
“ work would be rewarded,” end that “ there was hope 
in the end “—-the reward of tyranny vanquished, the 
hope of a better day when the forces of Britain have 
swept the earth clean of the filthy Nazi pestilence. Per- 
haps, too, there was a feeling of privilege in participat- 
ing in this glorious task, of pride at the thought of a 
great and historic duty well done, of an old gibe 
decisively refuted, of the tradition of Jewish courage 
and fortitude triumphantly reasserted. 

For has not the Jew’s endurance in adversity been 
an immemorial manifestation, his patent of nobility in 
a hate-racked world? In his moral courage during 
these dread days and nights and the “cold anger ” 
which moves him, a new link may have been forged 
with his non-Jewish neighb. urs for they, too, have 
evinced the same uncenquerable qualities. Already, 
indeed, a spirit of fresh comradeship seems to be form- 
ing amidst the sorest trials. Is it too much to hope 
that the sowers of enmity, Hitler's Fascist agents, have 
at last been exposed, and that not only Hitler's human 
victims but his inhuman hates have been buried beneath 
his barbarian bombs? | 

Meanwhile an urgent call is made to our practical 
sympathies. With all the onvens of future victory, the 
damage already done in the Battle of London never- 
theless remains, and nobody can say what further 
mischief may be wrought before the wild beast of 
Berchtesgaden is caged up; for, limits to his bestiality 
there are none. The Lord Mayor has opened a Mansion 
House Relief Fund to which all citizens will no doubt 
immediately respond. But where the disaster has fallen 
upon Jewish homes it makes also a special appeal to 
Jewish hearts, and opens up, may be, special necessities 
for Jewish action. _The subject is referred to in notes 
below. But clearly the matter demands comprehensive 
examination, as well as instant action. 

Some months ago an Executive Committee was set 
up by the Board of Deputies. It was designed as a 
body able and prepared to move swiftly in any emer- 
gency. Such an emergency is with us now. Is the 
Committee moving efficiently and with dispatch? What 
effective measures is it taking to assist in the finding 
of accommodation for the “dishoused”? It is good to 
learn that Professor Brodetsky, Mr. Otto Schiff, and the 
Deputies’ Secretary visited the damaged areas and 
promised to pass on an appeal for voluntary helpers 
at. the. cénires for the homeless. But is the Commitiee

really tackling the specifically Jewish aspect of the prob- 
lem? One of the results of this problem is that these 
compulsory refugees, as well as those under similar 
duress by reason of their proximity to the ruined houses, 
descend in considerable numbers on this or that locality, 
innocently fanning nascent prejudices or creating them 
afresh. In some areas much has been done for getting 
the “ dishoused ” away. In the Jewish areas, appear- 
ances indicate that would-be evacuees have been left 
more or less to their own resources. Has the Execu- 
live Committee considered organising guidance for such 
people—a matter of véry real urgency? Has it con- 
sidered the possibility of cither settling groups of the 
homeless and evacuees in large houses outside London 
or securing Jewish houses for them? Is it taking steps 
to foster the removal to suitable places of the aged, 
and of the children so thoughtlessly brought back from 
the areas of relative safety? Is it bearing in mind the 
specific Jewish requirements which accompany all move- 
ments of this description, the need for concerted rather 
than disjointed communal action, and, above all, doing 
all these things with an eye on the future? 

Ihe emergency now confronting us is a test of the 
Executive’s utility, of fts capacity for action as well 
as words. It is ardently hoped that it will not fail us, 
leaving behind only the dubious consolation of having 
added just one more commitiee to the crowd which 
flower in the communal garden. If it means to justify 
its creation, it will take resolute hold of this new. prob- 
lem. This is its opportunity, and now ts the time! 


AND THE DIN 


A CASE has come to our notice in which a Jewish resident 
in London refused to extinguish a light which was showing 
in his house during the Sabbath, and after the siren had 
sounded, pleading that his religién would not allow him. 
Instead, he suggested to the Jewish Air Raid Warden who 
called his attention to the offence that Ae should rectify it. 
One need not stress the absurdity of a proposal which was 
intended to relieve one Jewish conscience at the expense of 
another. It is more important to bear in mind the folly, 
if nothing worse, of an individual who, in the name of 
religion, would jeopardize the lives of many fellow-beings. 
In point of fact, of course,-there is nothing Jewish in such 
a proceeding. Judaism does not demand that its tenets be 
practised no matter what the danger to others or to oneself 
these may entail in some dire emergency. And in any case 
the old rule that “the laws of the.country are the laws of 
the Jew” still holds good, especially in the perils through 
which we are all now passing. The suggestion has been 
made that the Jewish Ecclesiastical Authorities should grant 
a formal and extraordinary dispensation from the Din in 
this particular matter. The only justification for such a step 
would seem to be that the question of kindling or extin- 
guishing lights on the Sabbath had been raised before now in 
connection: with the 'war, and appeared to demand an 
authoritative answer. But«dhe question would never arise at 
all if the spirit of the Jewish Faith were universally under- 
stood, Happily, the great majority of the Community are 
not so ill-informed, or ill-advised. as the muddle-headed 
noodle of whom complaint is made. 


CLUB FOR SERVING JEWS? 


THE proposal made recently to open in London a Jewish 
Club for sailors, soldiers und airmen, has attracted much 
hostile criticism, as a letter in this issue from Lt.-Col. Levey 
makes abundantly plain. But although our correspondent 
speaks with an authority which everyone must respect, it may 
fairly be urged that the argument is not necessarily all on 
one side. The contention, for instance, that the creation of 
a specifically Jewish Club-of this kind would foster a spirit 
of anti-Semitism in the Forces, suggests a perhaps rather 
overdone manifestation of the legitimate <lislike of Jewish 
segregation. Would non-Jews, amply provided with centres, 
really resent so much the establishment by Jews of a centre 
of their own? After all, Jews worship in separate groups 
from them, so that at least the idea of separation is not 
Startlingly new. 


TWO SIDES TO THE QUESTION 


BuT, assuming that the weight of argument in this matter 
is with our correspondent’s long experience, can nothing be 
said for the project? It ts argued that as other denomina- 
tions have no clubs of their own why consider a Jewish 
Club?. The answer is similar to that which was probably 
given to those who objected to the building of a Jewish 
hospital in London—because many Jewish soldiers may miss 
the old Jewish environment ad atmosphere when in camp 
and may be happy at the thought of enjoying them again, 
if only for a brief spell. A similar sentiment is unlikely to 
be anything as general and acute among other religious 
sections. In other words, that same nostalgia is in evidence 
which no doubt justifies the formation of separate clubs for 
the men from the Dominions. And after all, if there is 
nothing to object to in serving men and women of the Jewish 
Faith accepting the welcome and hospiiality of Jewish Clubs 
(to which Col. Levey refers), is there any sufficient reason 
why their entertainment in a Jewish Club specially organised 
for the forces should. appear so disastrously undesirable? In 
both cases the Jews in question are resorting to a Jewish 
milieu, and if there is segregation in one case, there is in 
the other. Looking at the question, therefore, from all angles, 


there would seem to be good ground for at wan further 


consideration of the proposal.

EXIT CAROL 


Tue best that can be said of the ex-Rumanian King is that 
at least he meant well by his country, but was unable by his 
shifts and changes of policy to steer a safe course between 
his own politicians or between the various hostile foreign 
forces which encompassed him. The Balkan Entente might 
have helped, if not saved him in his emergency, had he 
fostered it sufficiently. The British guarantee would have 
at least offered some post-war prospects for his country and 
himself, had he shown the same determination as Greece 
has displayed towards Mussolini. But it was Carol’s nature 
to compromise, to buy off opposition in the hope of snatch- 
ing even a precarious peace. In this way he admitted his 
bitterest enemies, the Iron Guard, to his counsels. In the 
same way, he threw as a sop to the Jew-baiters the whole- 
sale denationalisation of his Jewish subjects. At heart he 
probably harboured no anti-Jewish enmities. But, as he 
once explained in a newspaper inferview, he felt some con- 
cession had to be made to the anti-Jewish feeling that he 
believed to exist in his country—even to the point of 
tolerating the violently anti-Semitic Goga Government. But 
all this facile swinging from one side to the other availed 
him nothing in the end. Once again it has been proved 
that a simple, honest course steadfastly held may be safer 
in the long run than any amount of super-clever intrigue 
and political jugglery. 


DARK OUTLOOK FOR RUMANIAN JEWS 


He new dictatorial regime, with its. puppet boy king, 
holds little or no promise that the lot of the 650,000 Jews 
still remaining in the country will be. bettered. They will be 
very fortunate even if they fare no worse than im the past. 
It was the anti-Jewish tron Guards who brought about the 
King’s resignation, and, according to one view, the new 
Rumanian Fiihrer, General Antonescu, is disposed to work 
with them. If the collaboration proves possible the Jews 
musi look forward to an extremely bad time. The General 
himself has in the past plainly stated that he dislikes Jews 
though formerly at least opposed to anti-Semitic violence. 
He was even a member of the infamous Goga Government. 
And although individual orders by lron Guards against the 
Jews have been countermanded, this follows the much more 
serious action of the new Government in interning 230 
of the local Jewish population. Subsequently there came the 
banning of Jews from participation in theatrical or artistic 
performances and serious restraint of the free practice of 
Judaism, a definite and monstrous act of barefaced religious 
intolerance, It must not be forgotten that behind the Iron 
Guards stand the Nazis, with whom they have renewed rela- 
tions after a short-lived period of coldness. It is even possible 
that Hitler would like to use these old employees of his to 
stir up trouble and so give him an opportunity of occupying 
the country and seizing tts oil supplies. But in the back- 
ground still hover mysteriously the Soviet, with its army 
of .a million-and-a-half men on its South-East European 
frontiers, and the Nazi nightmare—Russo-Turkish 
collaboration. 


SWINDLING THE WORKERS 


THe whole situation is indeed complicated and obscure, 
and only one thing can be said with any approach to 
certainty. The turbulent scum of anti-Jew plotters in 
Rumania will not long be satisfied with their royal scapegoat. 
Rumanian Jewry, and the British people also will soon be 
included by the Jew-baiters among the alleged architects 
of the nation’s misfortunes, if only to placate the Rumanian 
peasants and workers, who are the most numerous victims 
of the corruption, treachery and swindling of Hitler's Iron 
Guard agents. Small wonder that thousands of Rumanian 
Jewry have'already been on the trek to the more hospitable 
Bulgarian soil. 


JEWISH VICTIMS OF THE RAIDS 


THe murderous air raids, in which East London has 
suffered with considerable severity, have inevitably left many 
hapless Jewish residents without a roof over their heads, 
In some, 
perhaps many, instances no alternative accommodation may 
have been procurable with friends or relatives, and in any 
case the urgency of immediate accommodation must have 
been grave indeed. The authorities, no doubt, have done all 
they could, and it may be assumed that the authorities of 
the United Synagogue, with that public zeal which extends 
far beyond the provision of places of worship, though many 
do not know of it, are doing their best to help. 


A PLAIN DUTY 


But the raids so far carried out are unfortunately not the 
end in the Nazi programme of butchery. Should not the 
organisation of immediate relief now be taken in hand 
without delay, so that hasty improvisations and perhaps 
overlapping of efforts may be avoided? Here, surely, is an 
occasion where private generosity, not necessarily involving 
monetary gifts, can rise to a great, if painful, opportunity. 
If no kindly home is available in the immediate neighbour- 
hood of the disaster, there must be many of our people 
further afield ready, and even eager, to open their doors 
temporarily to Hitler's stricken victims. If they cannot 
prevent the falling of bombs, they can at least extend succour 
to those made homeless by them.

We feel sure that of all the acts of mercy for which these — 
days of trial] clamour, none would excite a greater willing- 
ness among our people to be up and doing, or a deeper 
satisfaction in a duty well and speedily done.

Chief Rabbi on Country’s Greatest Asset 


The anniversary of the outbreak of the war was observed 
in Synagogues in London and throughout the Provinces on 
Sunday, when services of intercession, arranged by the Chief 

Dr. Hertz preached the sermon at the New Synagogue,

“ The fact that England alone has not gone down before 
the common enemy, but has called a hak to the march 
of the conqueror, and will yet triumphantly put an end to 
the captivity of the peoples now under the heel of the 
despots, is due to three factors: 

“ First, Sea Power, which works slowly; but eventually 
brings about the complete economic prostration of the 
enemy.

unchallenged as is her mastery of the sea. 

“ But greater than Sea Power or Air Power, is the Soul 
Power. with which God has endowed the British people. 
The courage, tenacity, and impertprbable good humour of 
the English character, as shown both by the combatants 
and the civilian population, have evoked the admiration of 
the world. And this Soul Power flows from the love of 
freedom innate in men of British blood. There is an ancient 
benediction in the Jewish Liturgy; * Blessed art Thou, O 
Lord, King of the Universe, who has not made me a bond- 


man’ (TAY “swy which -all Englishmen, non-Jewish 
and Jewish alike, might well repeat; and thank God for that 
inner freedom, that unconquerable soul, which no tyrant or 
foe has ever been able to destroy 

“ Of all the peoples attacked by Germany, the one which 
has paid the greatest price in human suffering is the Jewish 
people. Wherever the Swastika flies, life for the Jew has 
become a nightmare. Throughout the year there raged in 
Nazi Poland a continuous anti-Jewish pogrom, with Syna- 
gogues desecrated and destroyed, and thousands mercilessly 
massacred. Only with the victory of Britain will there be 
an end to the agony of Israel and the enslavement of free 
peoples.”

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LEEDS JEWS PLAY THEIR PART 


Response to War Appeals 
CONTROL COMMITTEE PROPOSED 


[From our Correspondent) 


It was revealed at a special meeting convened by the 
Leeds Representative Council, that although the Jewish 
Community was no more than 5 per cent. of the population 
of the city, far more than that percentage of the total sub- 
scribed to the city’s war efforts had been contributed by the 
Jewish Community. 

Of the total contributed a large proportion came from 
one man. Alderman H. Morris, J.P.. who presided, said 
it was desirable that a larger number of Jewish names should 
appear in the daily subscription lists. The responsibility 
should not be left to the few. The city would thus recognise 
that every Jew fulfilled his duty of citizenship 

Mr. Aaron Friedman, Chairman of the Council, said that 
the Executive recommended that a permanent War Appeals 
Control Committee be formed, which would encourage a 
fitting response from the Community to each war appeal, 
and would control the launching of unauthorised appeals. 

Mr. J. Gillinson proposed (supported by Mr. S. H. Lyons) 
that representation of the Jewish Community be secured on the 
Committees of all Civic appeals, as subscriptions from Jewish 
citizens were not always recognised as such. The Rev. Isaac 
Cohen sand that separate Sub-Commiutices to foster support for 
each appeal should be appointed by the Control Committee. 

The first appeal to be undertaken was in support of the 
Eventnc News Spitfire Fund Nearly £400 was 
contributed at the meeting A Sub-Committee consisting of 
Messrs. M. Labovitch, A. Morris, M. Wolfson, and M. Ziff, was 
appointed to organise this appeal,

Guardians Discuss Plans for Homeless 


A letter from the Rev. A. S. Super about a proposal to 


establish a Jewish Children’s Home came before the 
monthly meeting of the Leeds Jewish Board of Guardians. 
Alderman H. Morris, J.P., who presided, said that the Board s 
experience had shown that it was an impracticable proposi- 
tion to maintain a separate Children’s Home under the 
auspices of the Board. Children who were rendered orphans 
or homeless would be boarded out with foster parents, and 
the Board would no doubt help towards the cost of their 
maintenance. 

Later in the proceedings the Rev. I. Cohen suggested that 
steps might be taken by the Board by which people rendered 
homeless and without clothing, as a result of air ‘raids, 
could be assisted on similar lines to the Public Assistance 
Committee plan, by which emergency accommodation would 
be found. The Chairman said that such a scheme would 
apply to both Jew and Gentile alike, and that no doubt the 
Board would co-operate in such a contingency, but, mean- 
while, it was agreed that full inquiries should be made. 

In a reference to the forthcoming annual High Festivals 
Synagogue appeal, on which the Board relies for a consider- 
able portion of its income, Alderman Morris said that efforts 
would have to be made to increase the amount this year. 
Covenanted subscriptior’s, he said, were proving very helpful in 
these difficult times As many subscribers as possible should 
complete the forms of covenant 

The Treasurer, Mr. Stanley Lightman, presenting a statement 
of accounts from February | to August 19, said that during 
that period relief disbursements had amounted approximately 
to £2,800. The bank deficit was approaching £1,100. The Victor 
Lightman Loan Fund was functioning well and during the 
period under review repayments had amounted to £2,679, whilst 
97 loans totalling £1,784 had been advanced. Mr. 1. N.1 abofski. 
Chairman of the Loan Fund Committee, reported that average 
repayments for the past twelve weeks had amounted to £51, 
whilst the average loans advanced were £61. Mr, J. L. Brill, 
presented the report of the Fixed Allowante Commitice, and Mr. 
1. Graham presented that of the Finance Committee. Mrs. B. 
Caverson on behalf of the Ladies Welfare Committee, appealed 
for more gifts of clothing for the poor.

Sixty Glasgow Jewish children were evacuated last week 
to Anespey House, the new hostel at Castle Douglas, Kirk- 
cudbrightshire, and the remainder who have been registered 
will be transferred shortly.

Jewish Evacuees Hostel Committee, said that he had visited 
Anespey House and found that the situation and general 
urrangements were ideal from every point of view. On 
behalf of the Committee, he expressed thanks to Mr, John 
McKee. M.P.. owner of Anespey House, Mr. Crawford, 
Director of Education for Kirkcudbrightshire, Mr. 
MacBovyle, County Clerk, and Baile Mrs. Welsh. J.P., for 
their energetic assistance in the development of the scheme. 

A report on the educational facilities for the evacuces was 


given by Dr. Friedlander, who stated that the children would 
receive their general education at the Castle Douglas High 
School, while Hebrew and religious instruction would be given 


at the bostel. Dr. Friedlander and Mr. B. Glasser were thanked 
for their services in connection with the planning of the hostcl, 
and Mr. L. Carnovsky, Glasgow, was thanked for offering |

CONDITIONS IN THE WOMEN’S 
HOSTELS 


Grave Allegations 


BLOOMSBURY HOUSE SAID TO BE 
RESPONSIBLE | 


Dissatisfaction at the way in which many women refugees 
are being treated at the hostels in which they are billeted 
is voiced by the Working Refugee Women Organisation 
(writes a JewrsH CHRONICLE representative). 

An official spokeswoman of this Organisation told me: 

“ There exist a lot of these hostels in different parts of 
London. They are situated either in former boarding houses 
or in empty houses. The number of women living in them 
is anything from 20 to 120 and in every case they get only Is. 
or Is. 6d. pocket-money per week—this, despite the fact that 
there are hostels in which the women have to work for a certain 
number of hours a day. This work consists of making children’s 
wear. 

She went on to say that out of this pocket-moncy the women 
had to bey their toilet requisites and pay for their fares and 
stamps and, in some hostels, they even had to pay for their 
baths and ironing 

it is also alleged that the food at these hostels in which, they 
say, they are placed by Bloomsbury House,. is poor, lacking 
in nourishment and is particularly insufficient for those working 
during the day-time or for those who have just recovered 
from an illness. For ¢xample those who work in a factory, 
says the Organisation, get six small pieces of bread with a 
little bit of margarine and threepence for lunch. The complaint 
is also made that the interval clapsing between one meal and 
another is too long and that the girls are nearly always pw tb 

| was told that the outings in most of the hostels are strictly 
controlled by leading officials of Bloomsbury House and that 
every woman who wants to go out has to write her name in 
a book and give her reasons for wanting to go and where she 
wishes to g0. 

“In some hostels.” said this spokeswoman, “ the * Bloomsbury, 
Curfew ° is seven o'clock, while that of the Home Secretary ts 
midnight. If any woman wants a longer outing she has to ask 
for special permission which, it is said, is granted unfairly to 
some women and not to others.” 

The case was also cited to me of a refugece woman of 45 
who accompanied her son, who had visited her, to the corner 
of the street without permission, for which, it is alleged, she 
was punished by having to stay two days in her room 

In some hostels, I was told, there is a lack of blackout material 
The girls are forced to stay in a sitting room in which there 
are not enough chairs, and the air-raid precautions are also 
insufficient

Describing himself as “a refugee from Nazi oppression,” 
the donor, in a letter to the Fund, writes: “I do this 
because [ feel confident that those who have found refuge 
in this country will welcome an opportunity of making their 
contribution to this laudable object.”

Obituary 


DR. LOUIS LAVINE 
Esteemed Hull Physician 


By the death last week of Dr. Louis Lavine at the age of 
44, the Jewish community and medical circles in Hull are 
bereft of a brilliant, cultured, and very popular member. 

Dr. Lavine was born in Hull and received his early edu- 
cation at the Hymers College there and later graduated at 
Guy's Hospital, London. jie was an M.D., M.R.C.P. His 
first appointment in Hull was as house physician at the 
Royal Infirmary. He later became a consultant doctor, 
winning high praise in his profession. He specialised in 
heart cases, and was the first consultant in Hull to instal 
an electro-cardiograph heart-testing instrument. Dr. 
Lavine was honorary medical referee or honorary physician 
to many hospitals, and was a former President of the East 
Yorkshire and North Lincolnshire Division of the British 
Medical Association. He was at various times also Hon. 
Secretary and Treasurer, 

In the Jewish Community, Dr. Lavine was a former 
member of the Western Synagogue Council, a supporter of 
the Zionist Movement, and all organisations furthering the 
welfare and education of the young. He was a member of 
the Kingston Lodge of Freemasons. He leaves a widow and 
a young daughter and son.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


PRAYER 


Be careful to read the Shema, and to say the Amidah; and 
when thou prayest, regard not thy prayer as a fixed 
mechanical task, but as an appeal for mercy and grace before 
the All-present.—(Ethics of the Fathers ii, 18.) 


N this aphorism the second clause explains the first. 

Judaism has prescribed three statutory acts of devotion 

for each day, to be performed with a congregation or in 
private. The tendency of such a prescription is to make 
Divine worship a perfunctory act and a matter of routine. 
Recognising this danger, the Rabbis frequently insisted that 
true prayer issues from the heart and not from the lips. 
They even defined prayer as “the service which is in the 
heart,” and declared that “a littl with devotion is better 
than much without devotion.” How strongly they dis- 


.approved of an automatic reading of the liturgy is seen in 


the striking declaration: “ A person should always examine 
himself; if he can concentrate his heart, then let him pray. 
but if not, he should not pray.” 


F, then, the Synagogue service is criticised, as it often is. 
for the mechanical spirit in witch it is rendered, it 
should be remembered that the men who created our ritual 
denounced its reduction to a soulless formalism, Evidently 
they, and the many generations of faithful Jews who suc 
ceeded them, were able to elevate their devotions in the 
Synagogue and at home to a level where these were trul\ 
“an appeal for mercy and grace before the All-present,”’ 
and not a fixed mechanical task. Therefore one is justified 
in stating that the searchlight of criticism which the modern 
Jew is apt to turn upon the Synagogue should be turned 
upon himself. He may go there in the wrong mood, with 
heart withdrawn from the spirit of prayer, his attendance 
nothing more than a habit. Im these circumstances the service 
can make no impression upon him, because he is unattuned 
to tts appeal and irresponsive to its call. Oliver Wendel! 
Holmes wrote: “What you bring away from the Bible 
depends to some extent on what you carry to it.” Equally 
true is the statement that what one brings away from prayer 
depends entirely on what he carries to it: and what is 
essential to carry to it is well indicated in the Rabbinical! 
maxim: “He who prays should imagine that the Shechinah 
is before him.” 


¢SPECIALLY in these days of strain and peril, it would, 

be most helpful to accept this conception of prayer 
and apply it in a field wider than our statutory services 
Last Sunday was observed throughout the British Empire 
and the United States of America as a day of national 
prayer. The sceptic asks, What is the use of praying to God 
for help? Can supplications to Him be of avail agairist 
air-bombing? Will they affect the aim of the raiders? Do 
you expect a miracle to happen whereby the enemy wil! be 
overthrown by an act of Divine intervention? No sensible 
person expects a response of this kind. We were right!) 
asked to pray because prayer is a force which can help 
decisively in a time of crisis. Human beings have been pray- 
ing for countless centuries; and the practice would certain) 
not have persisted for this length of time if it were merel\ 
a delusion and produced no results. Long before this the 
discovery would have been made. that to petition God is 
useless because He pays no heed. On the contrary. men 
and women have prayed, and still pray, because experience 
has proved that it does yield results. A modern psychologist 
has said on this subject: “Of the assistance to human 
troubles offered by the mystical state (of prayer), there can 
be no possible doubt. When it has passed away. it is 
followed by a feeling of strength and o security . . . that 
is probably unobtainable by other means.” 


THAT is the aspect of prayer which is of vital importance 

_to us now. Nothing will make defeat so certain for the 
nation s cause as widespread despair. Nothing can so effectu- 
ally dispel the sensation of despair as the act of praying. 
It revives courage, steels the nerves, fortifies the resolve. 
and Opens up untapped reserves of strength and endurance.

SETTLING A TRADE DISPUTE 


Advisery Council and a Jewish 
Gown Firm 


One of the most effective branches of Jewish defence work 
is connected with trade disputes, In such disputes between 
employer and employee it is often difficult to secure the 
services Of a really independent conciliator. Employers’ 
organisations or trade union representatives naturally have 
their own points of view to advance. But where Jewish 
interests are involved the Trades Advisory Council set up 
by the Defence Committee of the Board of Deputies can 
gain the respect and confidence of both sides, since their 
only interest is to restore a good understanding and reach an 
amicable settlement without resort to publicity or legal 
action, 

An instructive example of the good work now being 
done by the Council (writes a Jewisn Curonict represen- 
tative) concerns a Jewish-owned gown manufacturing firm 
which, as the result of dispute, had dismissed nine girls. 
Thereupon a further eight giris—several of those involved 
were Jewesses—refused to continue work until the dis- 
nissed girls were reinstated, The Council's intervention 
was requested by the trade union organiser, who said that 
there was a danger that he would have to declare that there 
had been a lock-out, necessitating, under recent regulations, 
the reporting of the matter to the Ministry of Labour for 
arbitration. 


Time Lost During Air Raid 


The company employs about 200 girls, and the dispute, say 
Council, appears io have ove complaints ove! 
oossible stoppage of pay for the time lost through taking shelter 
a recent aw ftaid. The employer did not welcome the 
Council's intervention. and contended that no definite decision 
had been reached as to whether there would be a stoppage. 
of pay or not; but for record and costing purposes the time 
ost by individual girls during air raids was marked on thei: 
cards ; 

Various negotiations were attempted without success and 
there had been some discharging and reorganising of staff 
ventually, a long conference was held with the employer, a 
. result of which he agreed to the return of the majority of 
ihe girls. He Was anrrous that they snould not return in any 
pirit of victory, and the Council was able to give an assurance 
that they would not take advantage of the situation. The ques- 
tion. of deductions for air raid stoppages was to be held in 
bevance until there had been some general decision in the trade 
by Government authorities or by the trade itself 
The trade union has since sent a iciter to the Council thank 
ng it for its action, and adding that the arranecment arrived 

prevented a situation developing which might be harmful 
to the best interests of the Community. 


A CURIOUS ATTACK 


British Empire Union Propagandist’s 
Confusion 


\ Correspondent writes: 


A curious. attack on the refugees has appeared .in the 
current issue of the Empime Recor», the organ of the British 
Empire Union. In the course: of an article on the Fifth 
Column, Mr. F. A. Tongue, a well-known Union propa- 
eandist, declares, after condemning Fascists and pacritsts: 

How many of these so-called friendly aliens here are all 
they sé¢em?. 1 don’t know. It may be that none are other 
than downtrodden and exploited peoples. Now an agita- 
tion is afoot to get them out of the camps where the Order 
of the Home Secretary had sent them. I urge that it is 
not the. duty of the police to prove an alien unfriendly. 
But it is the duty of the alien and unimpeachable witnesses 
and guarantors to prove he or she is a friendly alien. 

“We are asked,” the writer goes on, “to watch these 
clever aliens talk to their own peoples, via radio and 
pamphlet. - They were so good at this sort of thing when 
they were in their own country that they are now the dis- 
possessed. It doesn't make sense to me, The Fifth Column 
has proved its value to the German Government in other 
countries. It must not be allowed to do so in this.” 

The writer has apparently not yet understood that the 
Fifth Column consists essentially not of aliens, who are 
easily distinguishable, but of natives of the country who 
are prepared to betray their fellow-citizens and accept Nazi 
doctrines. Why, in addition, he should sneer at those who 
bravely, though unsuccessfully, fought Nazism for many 
‘ears, passes comprehension.

Bedford College, it has been decided, will reopen in 
Regent's Park, London, N.W.1, on October 10. Applications 
for the vacancies available for day students—there are only 
a few places left—should be made to the Principai at the 
College. 

Evening classes in the London area in the winter sessions 
will be almost as comprehensive as they are in peace-time, and 
the L.C.C. Education Department is to make use of all its 
polytechnics and technical institutes, and probably threequarters 
of the evening institutes. Registration of students begins next 
Monday, and classes begin the Monday after (September 23).

While marching we sang 
to the tune of the British National Anthem ‘We are 
refugees; thanks for your hospitality’ just in order to 
inform the onlookers that we had nothing to do with 
Hitlerism.”

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The effects of night air raids can 

be nullified by a common-sense 

approach to the problem of ade- 
quate and satisfying sleep. 


N have been heads and drooping cyes 


have been somewhat in evidence during 

the days that follow the night air raids 
on this country. And the problem of assur- 
ing adequate sleep for everybody has become 
a primary consideration of the housewife. 
Doctors tell us that sleep is actually even 
more important than food, since during the 
hours Of relaxation the body rebuilds itselt 
and remakes all the used-up tissues that have 
been utilised during our waking activity. 

At the sameé time, sleep, like food, is 
capable of qualification. The right kind of 
sleep, like the right kind of food, replenishes 
and builds up the system, while the wrong 
kind. both of food and of sleep, merely 
clutters itup. Again, in all scientific matters, 
the question of exact quantity is vitally 
important. Many adults, who are in other 
respects well nourished and not subject to 
undue physical strain, requite considerably 
less sleep than they imagine from habit that 
they need. In: fact, film stars, actresses, 
mannequins, and people in similar pro- 
fessions, have found that an. admirable 
method of retaining a slim outline is 
drastically to ration the hours of sleep they 
indulge in. There is an old proverb to the 
effect that bed after 7 a.m. adds inches to 
waistline of any adult. 

So do. not let us worry too much about 
our disturbed nights, but rather let us learn 
by them to form new habits of a little less 
bed-time and gain thereby in mental and 
physical“alertness and well-being. It is a 
commonplace that most of the world’s great 
men and women have been notoriously spare 
sleepers, and the old saying “ Seven hours 
for a woman, eight hours for a man, and 
nine hours for a fool” may have been 
founded on considerable evidence of fact. 

Where children are concerned, the case 
is Obviously quite different, for in addition 
to the repair their bodies have to undergo 
nightly for the daily output of energy, 
children are constantly growing and develop- 
ing mentally as well as physically and thus 
need extra sleep to carry on the good work. 
So the present problem of assuring adequate 
rest. for the family should be primarily 
focussed on the needs of the little children 


should provide. 


and the growing boys and girls. They must 
have adequate sleep, and they must have the 
kind of sleep that really refreshes and renews 
them. 

The very small child is not so difficult a 
problem. The whole business of air attack 
should never have reached the conscious part 
of his mentality. If he has to be wakened 


and taken to a shelter during the night, the 
experience should be represented to him as 
an exciting game, and he should sleep, until 


is even more important than food 


possible to arrange for the boys and girls 
to sleep in the place of safety to which they 
would ultimately be taken. Even if this 
entails trouble and daily extra work, it is 
worth while for the child's sake. It should 
be remembered that the psychological effect 
of feeling when they go to sleep that they 
are there to stay put will do an enormous 
amount towards ensuring them the kind of 
sleep they need and from which they will 
awaken refreshed.

Physically 
tired by a long hot day of school and play, 
he will fall into a kind of restless troubled 
sleep, from. which he will not receive any- 
thing like the real benefit a night's slumber 
He will go to bed with the 
foreknowledge that. he may have hastily to 
rise and dress himself, or failing that he will 
be subjected to considerable shock when the 
sirens do actually sound.

NAZIS PREY 


The Day of National Prayer last Sunday 
reminds me of an item of news that reached 
me after the last occasion when such a Day 
of Supplication was held in this country.

Huts ” 
of the last war now being re-established in 
Sydney, That there is a demand among 
Jewish soldiers visiting London and especi- 
ally those from the Dominions, for a “place 
of their own” and one to which they can 
also be proud to bring their non-Jewish 
friends seems to be clear to judge from the 
correspondence that has been received in

AN EGYPTIAN HONOUR 


Our correspondent in Cairo, Egypt, has 
sent the photograph which is reproduced 
in this column, which is of Emmanuel 
Misrahy Pasha, a well-known barrister. The 
title of Pasha (which automatically conveys 
on the recipient the designation of “ Excel- 
lency”) was recently conferred on Mr. 
Misrahy by the King of Egypt, an honour 


which was highly appreciated by the 
Egyptian Jewish Community. It is 29 years 
since a Jew was last honoured similarly in 
Egypt, when thelate Moise de Cattaui Pasha 
and his nephew Joseph Cattaui Pasha (the 
President of the Cairo Jewish Community) 
were given the distinction by the former 


Khedive, Abbas Hilmy. The honour is even 
more significant, as Misrahy Pasha ts a 
Tunisian subject, and Egyptian titles are 
now rarely, if ever, awarded to foreigners. 
As Counsel for the Administration of the 
King’s Private Estates and of the Royal 
Wakis, Mr. Misrahy has rendered great ser- 
vice to the Crown, and he already holds 
several Egyptian and foreign Orders.

TOMATO RECIPES (continued) 


Baked Tomato Dumplings 


SKIN as many tomatoes as required, 
season, and roll each in grated cheese. Roll 
out some short crust, cut into squares, and 
place a tomato on each, shape pastry over 
the tomatoes, and bake in a moderately hot 
oven for 20-25 menutes. 


Tomato Flan (1) 


Line a deep sandwich tin or flan ring with 
short crust: prick well, and bake. 

Skin and cut up | Ib. tomatoes, put in 
a saucepan with 4 oz. margarine and a few 
chopped spring onions and cook for 10 
minutes. Pour off any excess liquid, make 
up to | gill with water, and add another gill 
milk. Make a thick sauce with this liquid 
and stir in 2 tablespoontuls grated cheese. 
Put half the sauce im the bottom of the 
cooked flan case, seasoned tomato purée on 
top, and cover with remaining § sauce 
Sprinkle with grated cheese and brown in a 
guick oven. 


Tomato Flan (2) 


Make this with left-over curry Sauce and 
rice. Skin } Ib. tomatoes, cut up, and cook 
lor 10 minutes with 4} oz. margarime 

Mix with 2 cups cooked rice, a little curry 
sauce, and chopped chutney, 

Line a flan tin with pastry and fill with 
rice mixture, criss cross with strips of pastry, 
and bake a deep golden brown. 


Savoury Toast 


Tomatoes 4 Ib.; 1 apple: 4 oz. margarine; 
salt and pepper to taste; a pinch of ground 
ginger and cinnamon 

SKIN and cut up tomatoes, peel and chop 
apple. Melt margarine in a small saucepan, 
add apple. and cook gently for a few 
minutes, then add tomatoes and seasoning 
and cook gently for 10 minutes. Serve on 
rounds of hot toast 


Devilled Beef With Tomatoes 


Slices of cold beef; 7 Ib. tomatoes; one table- 
spoonful each of mushroom ketchup, 
Worcester sauce, red currant or apple jelly; 1 
small onion: | oz. margarine or dripping: 2 
teaspoonfuls capers: salt and pepper 

Put some slices of cold beef in a fire- 
proof dish. Chop onion very finely and put 
in a saucepan with the sauces, jelly, and 2? 
tablespoonfuls of water, simmer gently with 
the lid on for 5 minutes. Pour this over 
the beef. Skin tomatoes and cut into thick 
slices, put on top of the meat, season, and 
dot with margarine or dripping: bake in a 
moderate oven for 4+ hour. Sprinkle with 
chopped capers and serve with chutney. 


Tomato Pancakes 


MAKE a batter with 4 ozs. flour, | egg, | 
gill sieved tomato pulp, and 1 gill water. 
Season with salt and pepper, and leave to 
stand at least I hour. 

Make the pancakes in the usual way and 
sprinkle with grated cheese before rolling up. 
Serve with tomato sauce.

| understand there is a proposal in hand to open in 
London a “ Jewish Club for Jewish Sailors. Soldiers, and 
Airmen.” I also understand that this proposal does not 
meet with the approval of the Jewish War-Services Com. 
mittee. I know of nothing that is more likely to foster 
a spirit of anti-Semitism in the Forces than the creation 
of a specifically Jewish club of this kind, and rumours 
of such a movement have appalled me and so many of 
my friends who have, like myself, spent many years in 
the Services. I did hear of a proposal to establish a Chap- 
lain’s Room in Woburn House, where members of the 
Forces passing through London could come and see their 
Chaplain and be assured of a welcome and further dis- 
cuss with him any specific difficulties relating to their 
faith. I see no objection to a room of this kind. There 
are good reasons for the Australian, New Zealand. and 
Canadian Clubs, which is apparent to any ‘sensible think- 
ing person. The Baptists, Methodists, and Presbyterians 
have not thought fit to have clubs of their own: there- 
fore why consider a Jewish Club? Every club, of which 
there are NOW SO many, is Open to members of HM. 
Forces irrespective of creed, In addition, Mr. W. Hurwitz. 
the Hon. Secretary of the Jewish War-Services ( ommittee. 
points Out most clearly in his letter in last week's issue 
that there are ten Jewish Clubs (non-Service) in London 
prepared to welcome and extend hospitality to serving men 
and women of the Jewish faith stationed in, or passing 
through, London.

THe Corn 


A woman. once went to Rabbi Chiva and 
showed him a coin as to the genuineness 
of which she was doubtful. The Rabbi 
expressed the view that it was in order. The 
following day the woman returned and said 
that, relying on his opinion, she had tendered 
the coin in payment for some goods, but it 
had been proved that it was false. The 
Rabbi immediately réplaced the bad coin 
by a good one. He was under no obliga- 
tion to do so. It was not his business to 
appraise the genuineness of money. He 
had merely expressed a personal opinion. 
But he felt that the woman had relied upon 
him and he did not want her to feel that 
he had “let her down.” 


CaSKS OF WINE 


The Talmud also tells elsewhere that 
Rabba bar bar Chana once engaged some 
workmen to carry home some casks of wine. 
They went about their job carelessly, 
dropped one of the barrels which burst, and 
the contents were lost. The Rabbi held 
them responsible, and insisted that they 
should compensate him for his loss. As they 
had no money he seized their coats. They 
complained to Rav, the leading legal 
authority of the time. He ordered that the

coats should be restored. “Is that right? “ 
asked Rabba aggrieved. “~ Yes, for you, 
answered Rav. and he quoted the verse; 
“Thou shalt walk in the ways of the 
upright.” So Rabba gave back the mens 
coats. Then they made another appeal to 
Rav. “We are poor people,” they said. 
“We have done a hard day's work, and 
owing to this mishap have forfeited the wage 
we expected and have nothing to eat.” So 
Rav said to Rabba: “ Pay them their wages.” 
Again the latter asked: “Is that right? ~ 
and, again the Rav replied: “ Yes, for you,” 
and he continued his quotation: “and thou 
shalt keep to the paths of righteousness.” 
Rav taught that noblesse oblige; that those 
whom fortune has favoured have higher 
obligations than those not so well off, that 
people, for instance, distinguished by 
learning owe special duties to the ignorant. 


THe OFFICER 


The view taken by our teachers was that 
which is now adopted by every British 


‘officer. There is not one, from the youngest 


lieutenant, who does not feel that it is incum- 
bent upon him to do as much as, if not 
more than, his troops. Many a time I have 
heard of foot-sore soldiers, dropping with 
fatigue, who have been helped and encour- 
aged by their officers who have carried their 
rifles or their kits. Always remember that 
when you are placed in a_ position of 
authority or responsibility the idea of 
service should come foremost and uppermost 
in your minds rather than that of showing 
what an important person you are. 


Less orn More 


So our sages teach that we should not con- 
sider too nicely exactly how much the law 
imposes on us, but should be prepared to go 
beyond what the law demands. 


“ Give all thou canst; 
High heaven rejects the lore 
Of nicely calculated less or more,” 


Very often the law imposes merely a mini- 
mum of obligation, and we should be ignor- 
ing its underlying spirit if we simply 
regarded it as our duty to obey its letter. 
That is why the Rabbis often widened the 
prescriptions of the Torah. But as a matter 
of individual conduct we should consider 
not merely how far we are bound by 
law, but whether we should not go

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JEWS IN THE CZECH ARMY 


Continuing the Fight for Freedom 
VETERANS FROM FRENCH FRONT 


(From our Manchester Correspondent) 


Deserved prominence has been given to the recent recoe- 
nition of the provisional Czech Government in London 
and the arrival in England of a Czech Army of con- 
siderable size. 

An important part of this Czech Army, which I had 
the pleasure of visiting recently at its camp “somewhere 
in N.W. England,” consists of several hundred Cvech 
jewish soldiers who have been fighting together with thei: 
non-Jewish comrades on the Western front and are now 
recouping their strength for the coming struggle, which 
they hope, will bring them to the Allied victory and the 
liberation of their homeland from Nazi rule. 

These Jewish soldiers have come from many lands 
eame cases travelled thousands of miles in order 
(rech Legion Many of them were imprisoned for a time 
in «germany Of vechosiovakia. e <aping only by a miracle. and 
the majority left their home country on foot and without 
of their money or belongings. Most of them enrolled in branchés 
of the Czech Legion m Poland and Palestine. being

Travelled All Round Europe 


One Jewish officer whom I met at the camp (formerly a 
lawyer im Czechoslovakia) has travelled mght round Europe 
during the past year. He volunteered for service with the 
Czech Legion in Poland, was later captured by the Red Army, 
and then allowed to leave Russian-occupied Poland. made hi< 
WAY with other Cvechs ts, Istanbul, up with the Crvech 
forces in Syria, fought again im France, and finally found 
his way to England after a month of many. hardships 

Another man, who escaped from Crvechoslovakia when Hithe 


marched in, became an “ ilicgal immigrant mito Palestine, 
where his son had already been living a year or two Aft 
the father was released from Sarafand Camp,. both fathe: 
rnd son volunteered for service with the Czech Legion I 


volunteers from Palestine included not only recent immigrants 
to that country, but also men who had lived five and ten 


ars there and some who were in well-paid employment 

All sections of Cvech Jewry are represented at the camp 
These soldiers. whose ages range from 18 to 60, include former 
members of Bnat Brith. Maccabi, various Zionist organisations, 


.nd the Czech Jewish National Party. Every Friday night they 
hold a religious service at the camp, which ts conducted by 
a Jewish Army Chaplain. They also hold special services.on the 
occasion of cach Jewish Festival 


The Praise 


At a recent assembly of leading officers at the Czech Army 
camp in England, the General-in-Command expressed himself 
as very well satisfied with the service of the Jewish soldicrs, 
hoth officers and men, in all branches of the Army's work. 
Many of these Jewish warriors have reccived decorafions and 
promotion, following upon the part they played in the Battle 
of France, on the Marne, the Seine, and the Loire. They 
include men who in civil life were teachers, physicians, lawyers, 
engineers: the Jewish officers were partly professional soldiers 
and partly. officers on the reserve. ied 

When the Czech Army came to be reorganised: on Enghsh 
soil. it was found that in comparison with the total number ol 
privates available, the number of officers was unduly high. 
In consequence, many former officers, both Jewieh and non- 
Jewish. have been oblieed to perform the duties of. rank-and- 
file soldiers, there being insufficient officers’ places available. 
It also happens that the proportion of Jewish personnel in the 
Crech Army in England is much higher than was the ratio 
of the Jewich to the general population in pre-Hitler 
C vechoslovakia. 

These po circumstances at first created certain problems in 
the camo, which called for adiustments between men of different 
ranks and. inevitably, a good amount of give-and-take between 
the Jewish and non-Jewish personnel These problems are 
ranidly beine solved in an amicable fashion, and my tour of 
the camp showed me auite clearly the harmony and goodwill 
which exists between the various sections of the ( 7ech Army 
and the realisation which exists amone them all that they are 
comrades fighting for a cause which ts common and dear to 
each. one. 


Solemn Assurance By Dr. Benes 


During a recent visit to the camp, the Czech President, Dr. 


Benes, took the opportunity of affirming the positive contri- . 


bution which the Jewish soldiers are making, by their Service 
in this Legion, towards the restoration of the Rsechosionexte 
Republic, and, in conversation with representatives of ong — 
soldiers, he gave a solemn assurance that in the new Czecho- 
slovakia which would arise after the war, the rights and amarante 
of all Jewish citizens without exception would be thorough y 
safeguarded, and no chance would be given for anti-Semitism 
to rear its ugly head, In fact, said Dr. Benes, he ie tien,

COCTEAU AT THE “ARTS” 
“The Infernal Machine’”’ 


The system of writing in the language of a modern play 
one of the great Greek dramas is one that opens the way 
for a mind like that of Jean Cocteau to a beautifully 
detached, even bantering, criticism of human qualities and 
circumstances. 

The question whether the theme of Oedipus when translated 
from classical to modern times should pass 
farce or whether tt should be kept in its same category, is 
dependent entirely on the attitude to life of the author.
